The crime of which the officers be­ 
lieve Eades is guilty was committed 
about three weeks ago. 
M iss Johnson removed 
to

about sixteen months ago. 
H er mo­ 
ther followed her four months later, 
and since has been making her home 
here, she being employed in a local 
factory. 
The latter, 
however, 
does 
not go under the name of Johnson. 
According to the officers, Eades, in 
company with a girl who later it was 
learned was his wife, 
enticed 
the 
Johnson girl to leave Sedalia. 
They 
went to Cairo, where the trio "were 
arrested by the officers of that place 
and lodged in jail on charges of lewd 
conduct. They received jail sentences 
of fifteen days each. 
During the time of their incarcera­ 
tion the officers 
became 
suspicious, 
and secret service men shadowed the 
trio after their release, which resulted 
in Eades* arrest by the federal offi­ 
cers, pending investigation 
of 
the 
case. 
According to Eades, he purchased 
tickets for the two women from Se­ 
dalia to the home of his wife in St. 
Charles, Mo. 
There, he alleges, the 
girls left him, and paid their own fare 
to Cairo. 
He followed them, he said, 
and shortly after locating them they 
were arrested. 
Attorney Mark A. McGruder, of this 
city, at the request of the girl’s moth­ 
er, visited Cairo several days ago, and 
made arrangements for the girl’s re­ 
turn to Sedalia, provided she is not 
needed as a witness against Eades.

Two notable services to his country 
assure Gen. Bodge a place among th« 
history-makers of the civil war and 
reconstruction periods. 
As a soldier his valor is attested by 
the fact that four horses were shot 
from under him in the battle of Pea 
Ridge and that he himself received 
wounds in several battles. 
As a pioneer 
in 
western railroad 
building be 
has 
the Union Pacific* 
railroad, whose line 'ne located and 
whose construction he superintended, 
standing today as a monument to his I 
memory. 
Some 60 years ago. the then yourn 
Dodge, who had moved from Nev, 
England, where he had studied civil 
engineering, to Council Bluffs, la., en 
tered the employ of the Illinois Cen * 
tral railroad. Abraham Lincoln, whr 
had done legal w’ork foh the same 
company, met 
the 
young 
Yankee 
They talked of 
building a 
railroad! 
over the Rocky 
Mountains and be 
yond. 
The world had been laughing 
at the project. 
Lincoln and Dodg< 
agreed that it was feasible 
The federal government shortly af 
♦erw’ard decided to 
begin 
surveying 
for the proposed line. 
Dodge jumped 
at the chance of leading the party 
Several trips were made as far as the 
Rocky Mountains, searching for the 
most feasible route, the men unde 
Dodge plunging into many a wilder 
ness to meet stubborn resistance o* 
the part of the Indians. 
In the midst 
of 
the undertaking 
the Civil war broke. Dodge, born at 
Danvers, Mass., in 1831, wras just 3° 
years old. He had had some military 
training at 
Norwich 
University in 
Vermont and some experience fight­ 
ing Indians. Getting a colonel's com 
mission from his old friend, President 
Lincoln, he raised, drilled and equip- j 
ped at his own expense 
the Fourth 
Iowa infantry regiment. 
Within two 
weens 
Colonel Dodge 
was leading his command against the 
Confederates in 
Northern 
Missouri. 
His gallantry soon afterward at the 
battle of Pea Ridge won 
almost in­ 
stant promotion to the rank of briga­ 
dier general. 
When General 
Dodge 
retired 
in 
1866 it was to go 
back 
to railroad 
building. Once, in the meantime, Lin­ 
coln had summoned Dodge to Wash­ 
ington for a conference on the route 
Dodge suggested Omaha as the east­ 
ern terminus of the railway and it 
was at his suggestion that this decis 
ion was made. Work had progressed 
but slow Iv, how ever, up to 1866, when 
Dodge took charge again.

Outbreak of European W ar Has Cut 
Off Supply From Germany— Farm­ 
er Must Find New Source. 


The greater part of the sugar-beet 
seed sown each year in the United 
States has formerly been imported 
from Europe, principally from Ger­ 
many and Russia. 
The outbreak of 
the present war has cut off this sup­ 
ply and now the problem is to find 
new sources for obtaining seed. 
The 
growing of beet seed has been neg­ 
lected in this country due to a de­ 
creasing sugar content in beets from 
native grow*n seed and also to the 
scarcity of the hand labor necessary 
in harvesting the crop. But now it is 
up to the American farmer to grow 
his ow*n seed. 
Although most of the factories have 
sufficient 
seed 
on 
hand 
for 
the 
1916 sowing, yet a considerable acre­ 
age has been set to seed beets. 
The 
beets are set out early in spring in 
rows four feet apart, the crow*n of 
the beet being just level with the sur­ 
face of the ground. 
First a large thick cluster of leaves 
grows up to about 18 inches in height 
and then the seed stalks appear. 
Some beets send up but one large 
branching seed stalk but the major­ 
ity have several, four to ten, of the 
tall branching stalks. 
The beets are cultivated both ways 
similar to corn until about the first 
of July when tho seed stalks get so 
tall, in some cases reaching up five 
and six feet, and bending over pre­ 
vent cultivation. 
When viewed near 
by a field of these plants does not 
present a very prepossessing appear­ 
ance, the tall, straggling seed stalks 
greatly resembling large plants of 
tho narrow-leaved or curly dock. 


of m oistuie, which is needed by the 
corn. If this coarse manure is plowed 
under, roll the ground; if it is dry as 
5oon as plowed, then harrow* and roll 
to compact the ground, and just be­ 
fore it is time to plant harrow* the 
field both ways with the spring tooth 
harrow*, followed with the smoothing 
harrow. 
By this method the coarse 
stalks and straw will rot by June, and 
will be in condition to be taken up by 
corn roots in midsummer. 
Put the 
corn in with 250 pounds of some good 
bone fertilizer to the acre to promote 
quick, vigorous growth. 


Lime Sulphur and Potatoes. 
Lime sulphur is not a good spray 
mixture for potatoes. 
This is the de­ 
cision of the New York experiment 
station after a series of tests. Where 
lime sulphur was compared with bor­ 
deaux mixture as a remedy for potato 
blight it was found the lime sul­ 
phur decreased the yield about 25 j 
bushels per acre while the bordeaux I 
increased the yield 20 bushels per 
acre.

Fertilizer Should Be Spread on Top of 
Plowed Ground and Then Well 
Harrowed Under. 


Manure for spring crop should be 
well rotted and fine. 
It should be 
spread on top of the plowed ground 
and well harrowed in. 
Harrow* the 
field three times across the furrows, 
the full length of the field, and then 
diagonally. 
A thorough mixing of the manure 
with the soil acts quickly, and less j 
manure w*ill be needed. 
Long, coarse 
manure should be spread over the 
sod and plowed under. 
The proper 


) time to spread fresh manure and long 
stalk and straw* manure is during the 
winter and early in spring. 
When coarse manure is plowed un­ 
der late in the spring it will take some 
time to rot, and is sure to make the soil 
too loose, allowing the free entrance 
of air and the loss e l a gfeat amount

We don’t know who “Lime­ 
rick” is, but whoever he is, he “hits 
the nail on the head” whenever he 
breaks into print, 
and 
that’s some­ 
thing that even 
professional writers 
don't always succeed in doing. 
Here’s what “Mr. Limerick" has to 
say about the soldier boys: 
“I notice in 
yesterday's Republic 
that Ellis O. Jones, of Overland, this 
state, in an article somewhat ambigu­ 
ous and hard to understand declare- 
that he didn’t “raise his boy to be a 
soldier” and tries to be funny in con 
veying the impression 
that anybody 
who did is a fool.' 
Some time ago Theodore Roosevelt,; 
in commenting on that beautiful bal­ 
lad, “I Didn’t Raise My Boy to Be a 
Soldier,” said that some . one should 
write a comparison verse ami entitle 
it “I Didn’t Raise 
My Girl to Be a 
Mother.” A very wise and appropriate 
remark. After reading and trying to 
understand Ellis 
O. 
Jones’ letter, I 
can easily see that he didn’t raise his 
boy to be a soldier and just as easily 
see the reason why. 
Having had 
occasion 
to 
travel 
somewhat, I have visited many cities 
and villages in the United States and 
saw' hundreds and 
thousands of Mr. 
Jones’ boys who were never raised to 
be soldiern.^They are found in every 
town and few* or many 
in number, 
according to the 
size 
of the town 
Usually they live with their parents, 
who are fairly well 
to 
do, and get 
their board for nothing, though some 
arc really poor and have 
t > 
bunk 
wherever they can find the cheapest 
lodging and eat whatever 
they car 
find. All of them do sufficient work at 
whatever Is handiest 
or 
easiest to 
furnish money enough 
for 
“a good 
time,” but seem to have no ambition 
for anything higher 
or 
thought of 
anything in the way of good citizen­ 
ship or future usefulness. A Hade or 
profession 
or anything 
e>e 
thn' 
w'ould require a steady use of their 
muscles, or any exercise of their men 
tai powers, seems to be 
far beyond 
their highest ambition or wildest im 
agination. 
These, as a rule, are not 
bad young men 
at 
all, 
but simply 
have grown up without ay restraining 
influence and.have been allowed to dc 
as they pleased. These boys were not 
raised to be 
soldiers 
nor anything 
else that wrould be of use to the home 
society or 
good 
government, I arr 
sorry to say. 
Unlike Mr. Jones, I 
did raise mv 
boy to be a soldier, and I am mighty 
glad of it, too. 
Furthermore, 
if my 
country shall ever need his services I 
shall expect that boy to do his duty 
as one of its defenders 
instead of 
abiding safely at home 
and harping 
on the shortcomings of its chief offi­ 
cials. I’d rather ten thousand times 
false my boy to be a good soldier and

Work was begun 
Ypril 9, 1914, and the first spike driv­ 
en May I of that year.

The line is 251/2 miles long, including 
hidings. 
Equipment of the road consists of a 
gasoline motor car,

It 
has been reduced principally by hunt- 
eis, as ha> e so many of our finest 
species of birds. Many sportsmen de­ 
ciare allegiance to the highest prin­ 
ciples of game preservation yet fail 
to practice these principles. 
Like birds of its family the prairie 
chicken is very prolific, and if ade­ 
quately protected w'ouid soon become 
numerous in its old haunts. The bird 
is easily domesticated, hence is emi­ 
nently suited for propagation on pre­ 
serves. 
The prairie chicken is valuable not 
only as game, but as an efficient de­ 
stroyer of farm pests, and any farm­ 
er would profit by having these birds 
reared on hic place.

Animals Used for Purpose Should Be 
as Near Perfect as Is Possible— 
Watch Hogs Closely. 


(By DR. R. H. W ILLIAM S. Animal Hus- 
bandman, A rizona Experim ent Station.) 
It makes a difference in inbreeding 
whether one is handling purebred or 
grade stock. By inbreeding we mean 
the breeding together of animals of a 
common blood. I would advise you to 
use animals for inbreeding that are as 
nearly perfect as possible. 
Theoreti­ 
cally, if you have perfect animals, the 
only logical thing to do is to inbreed, 
because it is simply impossible to se­ 
cure evil results from incest with such 
animals. 
Perfect animals are a rarity. Ordi­ 
narily it is wise to inbreed the off­ 
spring on the sire w’here the sire is 
a good registered animal and the dam 
an ordinary scrub. 
Care should be 
exercised, however, not to follow' this 
more than once, as inbreeding is a two- 
edged sword which must be handled 
with the greatest care. The sire may 
be bred to a second generation of his 
get with good results, but this is not 
recommended. 
It would not be as much inbreeding 
to use a sire on his granddaughter or 
brother and sister as to use a sire on 
his daughter, but breeders have used 
both methods with good and evil rei 
suits. 
Hogs will stand inbreeding less than 
any other kind of farm animal, and on, 
this account must be watched closely. 


VALUE OF MANURE SPREADER 


HOLD 5 UNDER NEW DRY LAW 


Saving of Labor Is Only One of Many 
Advantages Offered by the Use 
of the Implement. 


Can’t Sell Liquor for Any Purpose in 
Colorado Just Now. 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 
4.—Liquor for 
any purpose could not be sold in Colo­ 
rado yesterday as a result of the new 
prohibition law. 
The first fifty-five 
permits to sell liquor, 
approved 
by 
Governor Carlson, were sent late yes­ 
terday to wholesale and retail drug­ 
gists and church representatives. Un­ 
til the permits are received intoxi­ 
cants cannot be sold legally. 
Five men are awaiting hearings at 
Trinidad on the charge of violating 
a provision of the new law' prohibit­ 
ing the keeping of liquors in boarding 
houses. 
Several barrels of w'hiskv, about 300 
bottles of beer and a quantity of bot­ 
tled liquor was destroyed by the au­ 
thorities at Tollerburg, a coal camp, 
where the arrests w'ere made. 


Most farmers believe that the great­ 
est value to be derived from a ma­ 
nure spreader is in the saving of labor.

Washington, Jan.4.—The new sub­ 
marine crisis is at a standstill today 
while the government awaits the de­ 
velopment of the exact facts of oper­ 
ations of Teutonic submarines in the 
Mediterranean. 
There was evidence 
that the administration leaders, while 
not in the least minimizing the dan­ 
ger 
and 
possibilities of the latest 
complications brought on by the de­ 
struction of the Persia, w’ere anxious 
that the public mind be not inflamed 
further w’hlle the president and his 
advisors are trying to suspend judg­ 
ment and all agencies of the govern­ 
ment w’ere in motion to collect all of 
the facts upon which the next move­ 
ment will be made. 
For the first 
time since the foreign relations have 
become delicate since the beginning 
of the war, President 
Wilson 
con­ 
ferred with leaders of congressional 
committees dealing with the matter 
and it was later announced that they 
were to be advised of steps in the 
situation. 
This action met with the approba­ 
tion of many of th a senators and rep­ 
resentatives who have been contend­ 
ing that in such a serious matter as 
the present one promises to become, 
congress should be consulted in any 
movement that may result in involv­ 
ing the country at least, short of war. 
An expected attack on the admin­ 
istration’s policy was probably avoid­ 
ed today by the hasty adjournment of 
the senate within ten minutes after it 
assembled, and there w'as no indica­ 
tion of an outbreak in the house. 
The meeting of the senate foreign 
relations committee tomorrow’ morn­ 
ing, at w'hich the subject w’as expected 
to come out, has been delayed to later 
in the wreek, aw’aiting further infor­ 
mation, the leaders said. 
For the president, Secretary Tumul­ 
ty issued a statement to the country, 
promising 
that 
the 
administration 
would act as soon as the facts could 
be gathered. 
At 
the 
White House 
and at the state department the ten­ 
sion of the crisis was evident, but 
there was an atmosphere of moving 
carefully and surely. 
There wras no indication of what the 
prospects were of the United States 
formally 
acquainting 
Bulgaria 
and 
Turkey of its position on the subma­ 
rine situation. 
It has been proposed 
that it should be done so that none 
of the belligerent 
countries 
could 
plead lack of official information as 
Austria did in the case of the An­ 
cona. 
It was disclosed, however, to­ 
day, that sometime ago the complete 
submarine correspondence w’ith Ger­ 
many, showing the contention of the 
United States, w’as sent to the Ameri­ 
can representatives in Bulgaria and 
Turkey and also sent to the repre­ 
sentatives of those tw’o countries at 
Washington. 
Senator Fall, of New Mexico, has 
ready a resolution calling on President 
Wilson to inform the senate to what 
government he proposes to send Hen­ 
ry Preather Fletcher, who has been 
nominated as ambassador to Mexico. 
He will introduce the resolution to­ 
morrow, and it is expected it will be 
the vehicle for a general republican 
attack, not on Mr. Fletcher, hut on the 
administration’s Mexican policy. 
Other 
senators 
who share Fall’s 
view's declare that the senate has no 
knowledge of a government in Mex­ 
ico, and that the president’s last com­ 
munication described it as in a state 
of anarchy.
